THE OHIO COLONIAL COMPANY 


NcttMMth Will Celebrate Ofcw't 0»t Urn- 


dredtk A««i»ert*ry im The Galny at 


Slates—Tke FiMeer Premiers. 


Ohio will celebrate, in November, 


her first centenary since her request 
for admission as a state. The prepon- 
derating influence of Ohio has, of 
course, grown out of the Civil war and 
its settlement. 
From 17S5 to 1787, 


Manaseh Cutler, of Massachusetts, 
labored in the continental congress to 
secure a charter for the "Ohio Com- 
pany" to make a settlement in the 
northwestern 
territory, 
from 
tbe 


whole of which negro slavery should 
be excluded. Mr. Jefferson at first 
siid that slavery should be permitted 
in this territory until 1800. and then 
forever excluded. He finally, however, 
yielded to Mr. Cutler, and in 17S7. a 
charter was granted by congress to 
Rufus Putnam and 4G other New Eng- 
land veterans of tbe Revolutionary 
war as the -'Ohio Company." These 
men and their families, in April, 17S3, 
after a long and trying journey across 
Connecticut, ?vew York and Pennsyl- 
vania, reached an island in the Ohio 
river in their descent of that stream, 
pitched tueir tents, broke ground and 
called the place Marietta, :n honor of 
Marie Antoinette. This was the first 
permanent settlement of Ohio and of 
the northwestern territory, and its. 
prosperity foreve. beaded off the insti- 
tution ot slavery 
from the north- 


west, and Ohio was born a free state. 
It is due to this historicil fact, more 
than to any other cause, that Ohio 
men have done so much to shape tbe 
course of the republic for the last half 
century. In 1S50 the s*"ate had more 
than a million and a haif of people. i 
and stood at toe high-water mark of 
material development in tbe former 
half of the country's firs: century. 


It was the freest country in the 
world. The Indian bad been pushed 
'ar on into tbe iar.d of the setting sun. 
tbe people bad been joined by rail with 
their brethren in tbe east, almost 


very religion on the face of the earth 


from Joseph Smith's Mormonism to 
George Fox's Quakerism, flourished in 
this mentai soil. The image of such a 
thing as a witch or a negro overseer 
was unknown. The great soutfcern 
corn fields and western wheat fields 
blossomed and ripened into harvests 
tbat made America the world's gran- 
ary. Tbe long and tortuous course of 
the Ohio, dotted with sails and steam- 
boats, made a grand highway of com- 
merce, as did also the noble lake on 
the north.—Siccess, for October.

A ringing letter has just been issued 


by Bishop Henry Moeiier. of Colum- 
bus, formerly Chancellor of the Cin- 
cinnati Diocese, on the strike. He has 
issued a call to tbe members of bis di- 
ocese to aid in the support of the 
miners, and instructs his priests to 
say daily prayers after mass with the 
consregations. On the Sunday follow- 
ing such time as tbe strike is settled 
litTorders that the Te Deum be sung 
and benediction given. 
One of the 


striking paragraphsof c is letter reads: 
•'The wage earner, is entitled to an 


honest and comfortable living. Sucn 
pay shouid be given him as will enable 
him to support hinssslf and famio 
without compelling him to live in 
anxiety aod eke out a miserable exist- 
ence. "Among tbe crimes tbat. cry to 
heaven is to deprive the iainrrer of his 
wsges. It is a crime equally as great 
to refuse him a proper compensation 
for b:s labor."

Paris. Oct 13.—It now appears that 


only one man was killed during the 
encounter at the Terre Noire coal 
field between strikers and gendarmes, 
and that the victim was not connected 
with the strike. Nevertheless, the 
miners" committee has issued a mani- 
festo denouncing the killing of this 
man as murder, and attacking the 
sovenrmeat for utilizing gendarmes 
and soldiers against the strikers. The 
'eature in the strike situation is 
he division which is forming in the 
ranks of the strikers. Those of the 
Pas de Calais district and the depart- 
ment Dr. Nord. -.vhlcli are the most 
numerous, decline to mix the ques- 
ions of an eight-hour day and old-age 
nensions into tbe strike as the cen- 
tral committee of the Federation of 
liners decided to do, and declare 
tbey are striking simply for an in- 
crease in wages.
